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FOREWORD 


The ninety works in this exhibition, chosen from the six hundred and 
sixty-seven prints and drawings submitted, represent obviously a careful 
selection. The proportion of artists represented in relation to the total 
number of artists who sent in works for consideration is slightly higher 
(83 to 375). Not many of those included in the final selection have more 
than one example in the show, while it is common for artists to submit 
up to the limit of the two allowed. 


The range of styles and points of view in art represented is clear even 
from the listing of the artists’ names. The high level of technical achieve- 
ment is obvious from the exhibition itself and from the prizes illustrated 
here. The geographical distribution is wide; fortunately, prints and 
drawings can be sent in from distances at less cost than works of other 
media. The exhibition remains still, however, predominantly regional. It 
is, as always, the best yearly review of recent art developments in the 
media in the area. 


As usual, the Museum looks to this Annual, as to all the Annuals, to 
provide an index and a survey of the particular field covered, invaluable 
to it in its own planning for its exhibition and other programs. 


The influence of Annuals on exhibition planning does not often take 
the direct form of leading to exhibitions for those exhibiting. But this 
does sometimes happen. For example, the Bay Region exhibitions, based 
on artist nomination of artists to represent recent developments in the 
area, presented at intervals, depend on the Annuals to furnish the names 
of the artists queried. Then artists of the region who have appeared 
several times in interesting works in Annuals are studied further and 
eventually may be asked to exhibit in one of the group exhibitions or in 
one of those in which three to five artists are represented by from 
twelve to fifteen works each, hung separately. To all art’sts newcomers 
to the region or beginning their careers here the Museum recommends 
the Annuals as a way to win public recognition, for the Annuals are the 
most difficult test that an artist can meet here. They are juried by 
elected, usually all-artist, juries, in whom the electing artists have con-
